The Future of the Small Town

Much is 
days about the small village or town 
and its future, In particular, atten- 
tion is being devoted to present and 
future prospects of the town and vil- 
lage retail merchant in the face of the 
increasing competition afforded 
the large retail houses in ‘big citics. 
Many of these local merchants take 
a gloomy view, and are somewhat in- 
clined to blame the farmers for lack 
of loyalty to those who, they claim, 


said and > written 


have extended credit and carried them ; 


over bad years, who buy their butter 
and eggs, and are ever ready to ren- 
der them small services, whereas thie 
city houses insist on cash in advance 
and render no local service to them 
whatever, 

The future of the small town or 
village is inseparable from the pros- 
perity of their retail imcrchants. If 
the retail merchant gocs, it wilt not 
be long before the doctor, lawycr, 
banker, newspaper, hotelman, and 
others follow suit, and with the. pas- 
sing of the “local” centre the farmer 
would quickly discover he had sus- 
_tained-& loss, the yaluc of which he 
had not fully appreciated until too 
late. 

Like every other matter, there are 
4wo sides to thig question, and it is 
in the interests of all that both sides 
should be studied. The local town 
and the local merchant have certain 
responsibilities towards the farmers 
of their district, and the farmers have 
a certain duty towards these towns. 
An effort should be made to deter- 
mine what these dutics are and to 
discharge thei, 

First of all, the town 
made a real community centre 
the necessary facilities provided to 
make it an attractive mecting place 
for the farmers of tlfe surrounding 
district and their wives and families. 
‘Too frequently, it is to be feared, 
‘farmers are rather given the inpres- 
sion thet all the town cares about 
them cis the money they. have | to 
spend. On the other hand, the far- 
nicer is apt to compare the lower 
prices quoted by the city houses with 
the local inerchant’s prices without 
wiving heed to anything else. 

When the farmer buys from a city 
house he is compelled to pay cash in 
advance, nor has he the privilege of 
first inspecting the goods he = pur- 
chases. When he buys froin the local 
town merchant he thoroushly ex- 
amines the goods in advance of pur- 
chase, nad frequently buys on credit, 
and would even resent being asked

fac away. The average farmer ¢x- 
pects, and. reccives, accommodation 
from the local merchant when he 
needs it, and relies_on him to take 
certain of his produce in exchange for 
goods, but he would never think of 
asking the city house for similar ac- 
commodation and assistance, and 
{ would not get it if he did ask for-it. 

This situation has existed for years, 
yet the farmer is educated to -cash 
payment—to the city houses. Why, 
therefore, should the local merchant 
not adopt the same method, and, as 


one writer puts it, say: “Mr. Farmer, = 


I've been on this spot serving you for 
years, T've given you many favors. 
But you make your most important 
purchases by mail—pay cash in ad- 
vance, Now, surely, it is only fair 
that you pay me cash in advance also 
for the simall purchases you now 
make here, Every time I pay cash 
the jobber gives me a discount of 2 
to 5 per cent. Each year he allows 
ine also 9 per cent. for prepayment 
of my bills. You pay~me cash and 
I'll turn this advantage over to you. 
Soth of us will be better off" And 
ithe discrepancy between city house 
iprices and those of the local mer- 
ichant would largely disappear. 

The local town or village should do 
lits part. It should identify - itself 
more with the lives of the farmers 
hupon those whose trade its exists. 1 
fshould provide an attractive — rest 
iroom where the fariner’s wile and 
ibabics can gather out of the cold, or 
| wet, or hot sun for the hour or two 
they are in town. It should be equip- 
ped so that the mother can care for 
jthe children and tidy up and refresh 
iherself after a long drive in the wind 
and dust, or wet and cold. It should 
jhave facilities where she can make a 
leup of tea or cofice, and some books 
4 Farmers: and

or magazines to read. 
their families should 
and encouraged to take an active part 
in the social life of the town, Ina 
word, the farmers and their families 
should be made to feel that they are 
welcome for themselves and quite 
apart from the money they have to 
spend, = 

The community aspect of the prob- 
lem of the small town is casily the 
inost important aspect, Were the 
city houses called upon to support 
every public enterprise in all ~ the 
towns in which they sell goods as all 
the retailers do, and are expected to 
do, a considerable ~hote : would: be 
made in their profits, and their in- 
creased overhead expenses would re- 
sult in increased selling prices, What 
the local merchant docs for his com- 
munity in these days should not be 
overlooked. ; 

The more the city house is: patron- 
lized, the more difficult it will be to 
build up a bright, attractive, prosper- 
,OUS local community; the more the 
‘town merchants are patronized, the 
| better service they will be able to 
Irender, the greater waricly and yol- 
j uine of stocks they can carry, the 
leloscr they can make their prices be- 
feause the overhead charges of con- 
iductiug the store would be less in 
proportion to the volume of business 
i done. 

This is an age of co-operation, and 
lfarmer and town merchant should 
‘make it a practice to loyally co-oper- 
fate the one with the other. Both 
thave everything to gain and nothing 
to lose by such action.

In Ireland Are Superb 


Admitted by Experts to Be One of 
Best in United Kingdom 


3clfast, — Ireland, by reason of its 
geographical position, will play an 
important part in the devclopment of 
travelling by airship. There is now 
being rapidly completed at Alder- 
crove, County Antrim, a magnificent 
airdrome, which will probably be one 
of the stations for the trans-Atlantic 
flight and Jater on the Ulster centre 
for the expected postal service and 
pleasure aerial cruisers. Twelve 
months ago the park, which is 23 
miles from Belfast by rail, was agri- 
cultural land; today it is admitted by 
experts, who have inspected it,. to 
be one of the best aviation grounds 
in the United Kingdom, 


Tt was only at the end of June last 
that a start was made with the work, 
and in spite of the bad weather and 
the lack of skilled labor, the 400 acres 
which constitute the park, were clear- 
ed and drained. Meanwhile the-foun- 
dations for the first hangar were laid, 
and it has been completed for some 
time. It is divided into three com- 
partinents, cach 150 feet wide. ‘The 
foundations of a second and larger 
hangar were laid, but the work was 
suspended when the armistice was 
signed. The administration. offices, 
men's rooms, and slecping quarters 
for the 120 men, who will form. the 
mechanical staff, are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, Water has 
been brought from Lough Neagh, a 
distance of two miles, and a railway 
1% miles long, and connecting with 
the Great Northern (Ircland)  sys- 
tem, encircles the park, The Royal 
Air Force’ buildings are situated on 
another part of the grounds,

Plan To Launch 


League 


Next Fall 


Paris. -- Plans for launching the 
league of nations were pretty defi- 
nitely outlined at a luncheon which 
Col. E. M. House gave to Sir James 
Eric Drummond, the sceretary gen- 
eral of the league; Lord Robert Ce- 
cil, and others, The plans are divid- 
ed into three main stages. 

First—Preparatory details, which 
will be worked out at headquarters to 
be established at London during the 
coming summiecr, 

Second—The inauguration of the 
league at Washington next October. 

Third—The permanent  establish- 
ment of the league at Geneva next 
fall or winter. 

The preparatory details will begin 
soon after the signing of the treaty 
and will be in the hands of the com- 
‘mittee designated by President Wil 
son's resolution before the last plen- 
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ary session of the conference. Lord 
Robert Cecil, Col House and the 
Greek premier, M. Venizelos, will be 
among the members, 

Leon Bourgeois will probably not 
be the French member, as he does 
not speak Iinglish. 
ceedings will be in Bnelish and it-is 
expected that only

Col. House, with a considerable 
staff, will remain in Europe after the 
conference closes and headquarters

Unloading Grain 


By Air Power 


The two powerful floating pneuma- 
tic grain elevators recently put into 
seryice at the port of London: are ad- 
mirable examples of modern British 
labor-saving cquipment. Each cleva- 
tor floats on a 60-foot pontoon carry- 
ing a 220 horse power oil engine 
which drives a high speed turbo-cx- 
haustor by means of which a_ partial 
vacuum is caused in a suction pipe 
line. The air rushing ‘in -at “the free 
end of the line sucks up “the grain 
from the vessel’s hold and deposits it 
in a receiving chamber, from which 
it is discharged through a valve and 
thereafter handled mechanically, Two 
suction pipes are provided with each 
float and they are raised and lowered 
by means of an electric winch driven 
by an explosion-proof electric motor. 
A similar type of motor( rendered 
necessary by the inflammable © dust 
raised in handling grain) drives an 
elevator which delivers the grain in- 
to a weigh house, where the-grain is 
automatically weighed. Thence it 
passes through shoots into sacks or 
into hopper barges alongside the pon- 
toon, A 35 horse power oil engine 
supplics the current for power and 
lighting purposes, All the plant: and 
equipment were British throughout. 
Pneumatic elevators of this type not 
only save labor by thoroughly clean- 
ing out a ship’s hold. without re- 
trimming, but they are much health- 
ier for the workmen than any other 
equipment, as special machinery is 
used for extracting the dust. Both 
pontoons have been in regular. ser- 
vice for some time and have proved 
thoroughly satisfactory. Each has a 
capacity of 100 tons per. hour when 
working with wheat. 


_ Recovering Stolen Goods 


French and Belgians Taking Effective 
Measures -Against Receivers ° 

Paris, — Although there have been 
complaints of the delay in recovering 
stolen machinery from Germany, the 
French and Belgians at Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle are getling back a good deal of 
it, and, at the same time, taking. ef- 
fective measures against the -recciy- 
ers.

The  pro- 
fessor believes that the price of wool 
this year will not fall below 45 or 
50 cents per pound and may go cven 
higher. Sir Arthur Goldfinch, one of 
the greatest living authorities om the 
sheep and wool situation, recently de- 
clared that the stock of wool in the 
world’s markets would be Iess_ in 
1920 than in 1919. He estimated a 
large increase in wool production, but 
still larger increases in the demand 
by consumers.

For Child Welfare 


‘All Must Co-operate. Sympathetically 
and Efficiently : 

It needs more than intelligent in- 
dividual effort on the part of moth- 
ers and others concerned = if child 
life is to be conserved, and the wast- 
age of this precious national resource 
prevented in the future, Some 
things can only be secured by com- 
munity action. All must co-operate 
sympathetically and efficiently if all 
the children of the community are to 
be properly protected. The most ef- 
ficient and  cons¢icntous mother 
works against heavy\odds if ‘there is 
a laxity throughout the community 
with regard to such matters as: clean- 


liness, epidemics and moral environ-, 


ment. The children of even the 
cleanest homes are never — entirely 
safe as long as dirt and disease arc 
allowed to harbor in any section. A 
slum or shack district is a meriace to 
the whole community, and the more 
fortunate people who live “in the 
more fayorable surroundings — often 
pay heavily for their selfish indiffer- 
ence to the well-being of those of 
their neighbors who are Jess fortu- 
nate. Social service not only brings 
its benefits to those served, but, yery 
often to those who serve. And. in 
the sphere of child welfare it, not 
infrequently, proves to be a most 
effective means of self-protection. 
Children catch one anothers — dis- 
eases, hence the necessity for com- 
munity hygiene. | Disease producing 
germs abhor cleanliness, but thrive in 
filth, They are soon destroyed ‘by 
‘sunlight, but survive long in dirt, 
dampness and darkness. Some day 
our enlightened communitics will in- 
sist on a minimum of cleanliness and 
decent living conditions. All. chiid- 
ren should have the same chance, and 
whatever i§ necessary to secure: this 
should be the concern, of all. 

“A Jarge proportion of the -waking 
hours-of most growing © children ‘is 
spent outside the home, where they 
are exposed to moral as well'as phy- 
sical contamination. It is manifestly 
in the interest of all the children:and 
homes that parents should take an 
intelligent interest in other children 
than their own, and by united action, 
raisc the standard of the whole physi- 
eal and moral environment of child- 
hood. Much could be doite if exist- 
ing agencies were better ’ supported.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON FOR: MAY 11—SIN AND 
ITS CONSEQUENCES . 


An outlook upon the world proves 
that man is not what he should ~be. 
Then, too, apart from gospel. influ- 
ence there is no sign of improvement. 
The only way of accounting for the 
discrepancy between what man is and 
what he should be is*by the fall. This 
is the way that the Bible accounts for 
it. The introduction of sin is the 
answer, 

1, The Temptation (Gen, 3:1-6). 

Man possessed a free will, in the 
exercise of which he turned | away 
from God and his commandment, This 
was done at the instance of the devil 
working through the serpent, He did 
not appear as he really was, but in 
disguise. The method employed. was 
(1) finding the woman while’ alone; 
(2) insinuating doubt into her mind 
as to God’s word and loye, At his 
suggestion she began to believe that 
God did not mean what he said, and 
that he was unkind in placing restric- 
In this the devil 
slandered God, even accusing the Al- 
mighty of jealousy and fraud. (3) 
Appeal to innocent appetite. (4) She 
gazed upon the fruit which God- had 
forbidden. Looking soon begat lust. 
(5) She lusted after that which God 


forbidden should not be- looked at 
lest the flesh should lust for it. 
2. The Fall (3:6-8). 
- From lusting to indulgence was a 
short step.. This act of disobedictice 
has brought on all the world’s. woe 
and misery, Eve not only disobeyed, 
but involved Adam in ‘her sin, As- 
piring {o be gods, they became the 
slaves of sins They came to know 
good and evil, but by sad experience. 
They knew sin-without the power to 
free themselves from ‘it, 
3. “The Consequences of-the Fall 
(3:9-24), : eae Se 
1, The disturbed relationship with 
God: (vy. 9, 10)... The familiar. inter- 
course which man cnjoyed with © the 


sin. Sin makes life intolerable in: the 
divine presence, .Adam and Eve not 
only hid from God's presence, but 
Adam began to make excuseg- and 
even laid the blame on God. 

2.. The serpent was degraded and 
henceforth became a type of sin and 
Satan (v. 14; cf. Num. 21:9; John 3: 
14; Rev. 12:9). This doom was pro- 
nounced without trial. In the case of 
man it was not so, 

3. The undying enmity between 
the two seeds (v. 15; cf, John 8:40- 
45; Matt. 23:33). The antagonism 
thus begun reached its climax in the 
crucifixion of Christ. Satan’s seed has 
been ever since endeavoring to des- 
troy the Lord’s work and his work- 
ers, : 

4, The ultimate victory of the wo- 
man’s sced -(y, 15). Satan harassed 
the woman's seed; bruised his heel, 
but finally the stroke was made which 
crushed the serpent’s head (John 12; 
31; Heb. 2:14; 1 John 3:8), This was 
the ‘first gleam of the glorious light 
of the gospel of Christ. The victory 
was inarvelous, but the cost was in- 
finité (Isa. 53; 2 Cor: 5:21). 

5. Judgment upon the woman (v. 
16). This relates to her.as a wife and 
mother; also to her subordination to 
man, ‘This is God’s decree, and all 
efforts of frecing one’s self from it 
are fighting against God. 

6. Man’s new relationship to the 
earth (v. 17-19), The earth was 
cursed on his account. Because of the 
rank growth of thorns and thistles 


{man must make an increased effort to 


exist. Man with his sinful nature 
would be.in a bad state without the 
necessity of toil (Rom, 8:19-22), 
\7. Death (vy. 19). This includes 
physical and spiritual death—both the 
result of sin. 

8. Expulsion from the garden (v. 
24). This was an act of great mercy. 
To have, partaken of the tree of life 
and live forever in a sinful state 
would have been intolerable.
